WASHINGTON (AP) - Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev has proposed 
an 18-nation summit conference 
on disarmament to meet in Gen­ 
eva in little more than a month. 
The West seemed certain to turn 
down the proposal, though a later 
summit session s?ems a definite 
posibility. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
announced Khrushchev’s plan to­ 
day. The proposal was contained 
in a letter to President Kennedy 
delivered at the State Department 
Sunday morning. 


In the letter Khrushchev pro­ 
posed that the 18-nation disarma­ 
ment conference—scheduled to be­ 
gin March 14 in Gene\ a— start 
work at the summit level 
It was understood that the ses­ 
sion would be confined to the sin­ 
gle subject of disarmament, based 
on a set of principles agreed to 
by the United States and the Sov­ 
iet Union at the United Nations 
last September. 
What stand the United States 
and its allies, and perhaps a num­ 
ber of non-aligned countries, will 
take in response to the Khrush­ 
chev proposal will be determined 
m urgent consultations expected 
to begin immediately. 
The White House and State De­ 
partment declined any immediate 
comment as word of the reported 
new Khrushchev manuever quick­ 
ly circulated through the capital.

This w as the m ore rem arkable because as 
late as last Sept. 20 Chry sler was run n in g 


a loss but recov ered 
its losses an d earn ed

com pan y , the n ation ’s airlin es, which had 
been ridin g a wav e of prosperity as recen tly

1959—when Chry sler was deep in the

Presiden t Ken n edy receiv ed the 
ty pew riter at a little ceremoy the 
other day to which he graciously 
in v ited 
this 
w riter, 
who 
last 
autum n had w ritten Mr. Ken n edy 
suggestin g that, in asmuch as he 
was en deav orin g to place on ex ­ 
hibition at the White House m e­ 
m en toes of ev ery presiden t, 
it 
m ight be desirable to get the Wil­ 
son ty pew riter from the American 
Red Cross 


Sold as “surplus property ," the 
ty pew riter had come in to the pos­ 
session of the late Adm. Cary T. 
Gray son , Presiden t Wilson ’s phy ­ 
sician , who had loan ed it to the 
Red Cross. It was foun d stored in 
an 
attic, 
an d 
Gen . 
G ruen ther, 
presiden t of the Red Cross, made 
the formal presen tation to P resi­ 
den t Ken n edy in a brief cere­ 
mon y atten ded also by Adm G ray ­ 
son ’s son s. 
Mr. 
Ken n edy 
display ed 
some 
facsim iles of Presiden t Wilson 's 
ty pin g, in cludin g the origin al of 
the famous 
“ Fourteen 
Poin ts,” 
which w ere proposed as a basis 
for en din g World War I. 


Mr. Wilson wrote v irtually all 
of his m essages an d im portan t 
statem en ts on his own Hammon d 
ty pew riter—a bran d which hasn ’t 
been 
m an ufactured 
for 
m an y 
y ears n ow. 
It was the precision of Mr. Wil­ 
son ’s min d which m ade ex traor­ 
din ary the m an y letters an d m em ­ 
oran da an d statem en ts which he 
person ally ty ped. He kn ew ex ­ 
actly w hat he w an ted to say an d, 
though he ty ped slowly , he w as 
accu rate to the poin t of perfec­ 
tion . The sam e precision was to 
be n oted in his speech makin g. 
He 
alm ost 
n ev er 
prepared 
a 
speech in adv an ce an d durin g his 
en tire cam paign of 1912 made on ly 
on e prepared address, w'hich he 
deliv ered on Labor Day an d which 
he said afterw ards, he didn ’t like. 


ODDLY ENOUGH, Mr 
Yilson 
n ev er had to correct 
hiss 
im ­ 
prom ptu 
s p e e c h e s . The late 
Charles Swem, an ex pert sten og­ 
rapher—if n ot a world cham pion — 
took down the speeches in short­ 
han d an d gav e them to this cor­ 


respon den t an d other m em bers of 
the press almost alway s without a 
sin gle correction an d usually with­ 
out 
ev en 
subm ittin g 
them 
to 
an y on e for rev ision . No such han ­ 
dlin g of a presiden t’s speeches 
has been heard of sin ce. 
Mr. 
Wilson 
didn ’t 
hav e 
an y 
“ ghost w riters,” though it is prob­ 
able that some state documen ts 
which con tain ed techn ical m aterial 
w ere prepared for him by Cabin et 
officers. Certain ly , after he be­ 
cam e ill in 1919. his m essages to 
Con gress w ere prepared by v ari­ 
ous m em bers of the Cabin et—a 
practice, 
in ciden tally , begun by 
George Washin gton an d con tin ued 
by m an y presiden ts sin ce. For a 
presiden t can n ot possibly spen d his 
tim e researchin g the m an y poin ts 
that hav e to be cov ered in m es­ 
sages or statem en ts on a great 
m an y subjects. 
But on the main issues of the 
day . dom estic an d in tern ation al, 
Mr. Wilson himself wrote all his 
declaration s 
on 
his 
Hammon d 
tv pew riter. He actually composed 
on it, in their en tirety , m ost of 
the im portan t diplomatic com m un ­ 
ication s that were 
sen t 
to 
the 
G erm an gov ern m en t by the State 
D epartm en t prior to our own en ­ 
try in to the war. 
He ackn owledged daily m an y a 
com m un ication from m em bers of 
the cabin et in short m emos that 
he 
person ally 
ty ped. 


UNFORTUNATELY, he con sider­ 
ed most of them to be routin e, 
an d didn ’t make carbon copies 
Hen ce a lot of these documen ts 
hav e been 
lost, 
though 
a un it 
kn own as “ The Papers of Wood­ 
row 
Wilson ,” headed by 
Prof. 
A rthur S. Lin k of Prin ceton Un i­ 
v ersity , is researchin g them at 
the Library of Con gress an d is 
gatherin g t h e m 
together 
for 
ev en tual publication , alon g with 
other data about Presiden t Wil­ 
son ’s two adm in istration s. 
Mr. Wilson also was an ex pert 
at 
shorthan d but he used this 
prim arily to jot down n otes as he 
thought out in adv an ce the topics 
he would cov er in a speech. 
These shorthan d n otes, howev er, 
w ere v ery brief, an d were main ly 
con fin ed to headin gs or poin ts to 
be discussed for he did n ot like 
to prepare the tex t of speeches 
in adv an ce 
Mr. Wilson w as am en able to 
suggestion from others but the 
lan guage was alm ost alw ay s his 
own . 
There was a precisen ess 
about his use of words, w hether 
in 
speakin g or 
writin g, 
which 
prov ed him to be a m aster of 
ex pression 
in 
t h e 
En glish 
lan guage. 
The placin g on ex hibition at the 
W hite House of facsimiles of his­ 
toric documen ts, alon g with the 
ty pew riter on which Mr. Wilson 
person ally ty ped them, giv es to 
million s of sighteseers an oppor­ 
tun ity to see on paper, in its 
origin al 
form, 
the 
work 
of 
a min d disciplin ed, precise an d 
courageous.

The Amen ded Substitute Sen ate 
Bill No. 5 18 - Section 3354.01, A rt­ 
icle C, states: “ Commun ity 
col­ 
lege m ean s a public in stitution of 
education bey on d the high school 
organ ized for the prin cipal 
pu r­ 
pose of prov idin g for the people 
of the com m un ity college district 
wherein such college is situated 
the in struction al program defin ed 
in this section as “ arts an d sci­ 
en ces” an d m ay in clude the “ ad­ 
ult education ” program as defin ed 
m this section , n ot ex ceedin g two 
y ears duration ” . 


This would leav e con trol of the 
college in the han ds of the board 
of trustees. 
Amen ded Substitute Sen ate Bill 
No 
5 19 , Sec. 
3 3 5 5 . Article 
B, 
states “ U n iv ersity bran ch” m ean s 
an academ ic program adm in ister­ 
ed by a state or mun icipal un iv er­ 
sity in a comm un ity other than 
the com m un ity wherein is located 
♦he m ain cam pus of such un iv er­ 
sity an d affordin g to the studen ts 
in such program academ ic credit 
correspon din g to that afforded to 
the studen ts on the m ain cam pus 
upon satisfactory completion 
of 
com parable courses of in struction . 
This is out as far as Columbia­ 
n a Coun ty is con cern ed because 
Section 3 3 5 5 .02 Article A states: 
“ The legislativ e authority of an y 
m un icipal corporation 
hav in g 
a 
population of n ot less than 5 0,000 
as determ in ed by the last decen ­ 
n ial cen sus, etc.” We hav e n o cit­ 
ies in our coun ty of this size. 
Howev er, No . 
5 19 , Section 3 3 - 
5 7.01 Section A states: “Techn ical 
In stitute D istrict m ean s a politi­ 
cal subdiv ision o f the state an d a 
bo dy corporate with all the pow­ 
ers o f a co rpo ratio n o r o f o ne o r 
mo re con tiguous coun ties hav in g 
together a to tal population of n ot 
less than 100.000 as determ in ed by 
the last federal decen n ial cen sus 
preceding die establishment 
o f 


such district, an d organ ized 
for 
the establishin g, own in g, an d op­ 
eratin g a techn ical in stitute with­ 
in the territory of such district.” 
No. 519 Section 3357 .01, Section 
D: "Techn ical in stitute m ean s a 
public 
in stitution 
of 
education , 
post high school, for the prin cipal 
purpose of prov idin g for the peo­ 
ple of the techn ical in stitute dis­ 
trict a program of techn ical 
in ­ 
struction .” 
I thin k we hav e the basis in 
Salem for some sort of a school 
o; higher education . Person ally , I 
fav or the Commun ity or as it is 
better kn own the Jun ior College 
plan . This would in clude the arts 
an d scien ces an d I believ e if ad­ 
opted would be of ben efit to all 
college studen ts rather than 
just 
those in terested in techn ical stud­ 
ies an d I believ e would hav e far 
m ore 
public support.

If I m ay be so bold, I would 
like to suggest to the Salem Cham­ 
ber of Commerce as the
